C cording  to  year  honours  directions  jhe  Scouts  ( Whiff  h  were fent  into 
Eng.  to  discover  the  cflate  of  things  there )  came  unto  me  their  inteU 
ligencer  at  Lon.  who  have  collected  together  all  fuch  objervatiens  as  they 
their feveralltravcls  have  founder  my  jelfe  obferved, either  in  my  own  abod 
now  two  yeares  at  London,  or  in  my  returning  home :  But  by  reafon  of 
all  p*jf<*ges  now  Jhutup  at  Sea,  and  all  Landwayes  belay  d,  f  Was  forced ta 
put  my  felfe  in  Arminun  <*sfttire>and  fo  came  home  through  England, and 
fo  remained  fome  certaine  time  intfa  Campe Royally  Where my,Collecli- 
ons  may  manifefi  my  Love  to  my  Countreyy  and  core  of  the  trust,  by  your 
Lordfbips  impofed upon  me.   But  if  my  obfervations  bee  not  anf  xverable  to 
your  Lord/hips  expectations \j ]  am  heartily  forry  :  Tet,yeemay  feeyIh4ve 
not  beene  altogether  idle,  nor  will  bee  more  carelejfe  hereafter  ( as  occafionls 
offered)  then  formerly  I  have  been,  and  fball  in  my  Northern  newes  (Which 
is  alfo  now  in  collecting)  make  good  What  is  omitted,  andin  confidence  #f 
your  favourable  acceptance  hereof  I  refi%

ICamc  to  Dover  in  a  Flemiih  Botom,where  (after  a  dayes  reft,)  I  went  to  fee  the 
Cattle,  but  I  was  forced  to  fame  my  felfeoneof  Madam  Nurles  kindr«d,  and 
fpoke  nothing  but  French,  or  elfe  I  had  notbeene  admitted. 

This  CalUe  is  called  the  Key  of  the  Land,buc  its  growne  rufty  for  want  of  cx- 
prcife,  for  moft  of  the  Ordnance  are  difmounted3  their  carriages  ftanding  one  halfe  in 
the  ground,  and  the  other  out;  here  lay  one  W  heele,  and  there  lay  another ;  In  the 
Eafterne  out*worke  lay  one  Peece  all  over-grown  with  graffe,  and  hard  by  that  lay  a- 
nother  along  by  the  wail  on  two  Logs  of  Tymber ;  I  wondred  to  fee  luch  a  confufi- 
on  in  fo  eminent  a  place ;  but  I  was  tol  I  that  the  lalt  great  Wind  was  the  cauie  there- 
of ;  a  id  if  the  Lievtenant  were  once  able  to  walke  round  the  walls  to  fee  it,all  would 
bee  made  good  and  mended  ;  buc  till  rhen  it  muf  t  fhnd  as  it  doth  :  Their  Lord  is  at 
London  to  bee  cured  of  the  Gout,  the  Deputy  Lievtenam  was  at  Doings  feeing  the 
Kings  fliippes,  and  moil  of  the  men  were  at  bowles  on  the  greene  Beach :  I  came 
downe  to  the  To  wne,  and  left  the  Cattle  with  *<JMemento  to  looke  to  it  felfe,  left  the 
French  doe  it  for  them  \  this  I  obferved,  that  if  the  French  had  beene  as  provident  as 
the  Dutch,  tohaveleatedthemfelvesin^D^rforth'en  the  molt  ChniHan  KING 
might  have  l  ad  this  Cillle  at  his  Command,  and  lo  might  have  beene  Matter  of 
the  narrow  Seas,  and  hav,e  had  £V*r<?and  Dover  two  BmI  workej^nd  Block  houfes 
and  fo  kept  the  ZP/s/w^V^fromdomineet  ing  nn  the  Seas.  All  che  newes  I  could  learne 
here,  was  that  lixe  of  the  Kings-il  jps  lay  ready  for  a  Convoy  of  (ixtie  Vettels  with 
provifion  for  Dttnkirke. 

The  next  day  I  came  to  Canterbury,  where  I  went  to  view  the  glalle  windowes 
and  fee  Sir  Thomm  a  Heck^ts  Tombe,  to  which  the  people  had  prayed  loosen,  as 
they  had  made  two  holes  in  the  ttones  with  their  knees :  the  next  day  being  Sunday 
I  went  to  heare  a  Sermon  where  (:hey  laid)  the  Arch-bifliop  of  Sr.  tA>ixreU>es  was  to 
preach,  I  was  in  amaze  co  fee  him  there  ;  tut  the  noyfe  of  the  Organs  loone put  mee 
out  of  my  dumps.  Now  (thought  I)  he  >s  in  his  Kingdome,  tor  he  hath  danced  a  long 
time  after  thismuficke  :  when  krvice  was  done ;  !  thought  to  have  beatd  hi.n  tell  th^ 
peopielome  newes  Q\itotScot/and,buz  the  old  Carle  fpake  not  OiK  wor  :  enereo'.  The 
next  morning  I  too.c  a  Ch  jcoale,  and  drew  on  the  White  wall  in  the  Church-Porch 
thele  three  words,  ( tsfrchi :  Cunt  •  Anil)  an  1  fo  departed  o  jc  of  the  towne,  Ml  I 
mould  have  beene  apprehended  for  the  Audior  of  it :  AH  che  newos  :hat  I  could  learne 
in  the  To  ,vne,  was  that  the  Archbifriops  Grace  was  too  great  to  dwell  amoiW-t  them 
that  he  loved  Crojdcn,  better  than  Chrift-G  hwch.  That  he  had  fome  Engineers  to 
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€ee  if  they  could  remove  Chrty-£%krcb  to  Cnydenby  Land,  or  to  Lambeth  by  wa- 
ter, fot  he  meant  ic  ihould  ftoope  to  him,  and  not  he  to  it :  But  left  it  thould  fall  to  bee 
forfeited  for  non  Residency;  he  hach  put  the  other  Arch-bithop  there  for  his  Deputie. 

As  I  came  through  Kent,  I  law  much  muttering,  and  preparing  of  men  and  Arrnes 
to  (end  into  Scotland  :  This  had  almoifc made amuMiincamongft  them;  fome 
faid  it  was  done  purpofely  to  weaken  the  Country,  others  laid  it  wjS  an  ill  example 
for  other  ages:  And  an  old  8?.  Captaine  faid  they  might,  well  retain*  the  name  of 
Kent  iff  Ling-tAj/es&ut  to  be  called  any  more  men  of        they  could  not  claym  ic. 

As  I  came  a  long,  I  law  the  Kings  Store-H ojifc  at  Chatham,  and  fome  of  the 
Kings  Ships  which  are  of  fuch  bigueiTe,  as  a  fmall  fhip  may  bee  built,  ere  they  can  bee 
rigged,  and  brought  to  the  Sea  to  doe  any  fervice.  When  i  came  to  gravefend^l  faw 
the  great  Fleet  ryding  in  the  H*fe,  ready  ro  cary  the  Marque  fle  and  his  men  for  Scot- 
land: 2?ut  there  fell  nut  a  foule  fray  bet wtene  the  Paribn  of  thePanfh,  and  thePur- 
fers,  for  demanding  double  dutie?,  for  burying  luch  Souldiers  as  dyed  on  fhipboard. 
On  the  way  towards  Linden,  I  law  Stone»Ch*rch  which  was  burnt  downe  with 
Thunder  laft  W  inter :  And  Srith,  Micham,  and  many  other  Churches  ( for  all  their 
high  Altars )  did  not  icape  kot  free. 

The  next  Sunday  I  went  to  Lambeth  to  heare  a  Sermon,  and  fee  what  forme  of 
Worlhip  was  ufed  there ;  when  I  canae,  I  was  in  hope  to  have  feene  the  lie  tie  good 
man  of  Lambeth  there,  butl  faw  no  luch  man  in  all  the  Kirke ;  for  I  could  have 
kend  him  by  hts  white  lleeves  from  all  the  men  there :  but  1  well  wot,  there  hec  was 
not.  1  (peerd  for  him,  and  fome  faid,  he  was  either  at  White-  HaH  or  Semtrfct  Houfc 
others  laid  that  he  was  at  home  choofing  a  i  ew  Church- Warden,  becaufe  the  old  one 
had  prefented  him  for  not  comming  to  Kirk  theie  7.  yeares.  After  preaching  was  part, 
I  went  up  the  River  fide  to  iee  ^tfj/^wtfhismannorhouie,  the  fatalleft  ruufe,  chat 
ever  was  built;  for  there  was  tlu  plot  laid,  and  powder  provided  for  blowing  up 
:he  Prmce  and  Peeres  of  the  Realme,  in  the  Parliament  Houfe  by  the  Papifts  can  - 
fpiracie.  There  wa*  the  Leather  Ordnmce  invented,  there  was  the  white  Soapc 
and  2?lew  ft  arch  fir  ft  made,  there  was  the  moft  part  of  thepre/e&s  and  Monopolies 
hatched,  which  have  fo  much  troubled  the  whole  Kingdome*  There  was  a  new  rare 
invention,  lately  fet  on  foot  tor  blowing  up  of  Caftks  and  Forts,  but  for  a  conclu- 
(ion  it  was  firlt  biowne  up  it  lelfe  :  And  now  an  Engmeere  hath  begged  ic  of  the 
KING,  and  hath  new  built  it,  for  which  hee  hath  promiled  to  blow  tip  ail  the 
Hands  in  the  Fri  Inn  S  C  0  T  L  A  N  D ,  that  the  K I N  G  S  Sfaps  may  have  Sea- 
Roome  to  befiege  Leetb  :  from  thence  I  came  Crofle  the  River,  where  a  Duc- 
cheffe  hke  a  Dive-dapper  wasalwimmicg,  but  the  Water  was  fo  cold,  as  it  made 
all  her  body  llitver,-  and  put  her  in  afickefitof  a  Feaver  as  no  P  yiician  could  cure 
her,  but  a  German.  On  the  Sunday  before  Easter  1  went  to  St.  M^garets  anent  the 
Abbey,  where  theMinifter  miitooke  himklfe,  andmfteadof  a  Prayer  read  a  Pj  efacc 
forbidding  all  people  to  begge  KWbitc  Hj2  4for  the  King  was  gone  to  York*-  WeUwaj 
(thought  I)  now,  I  have  mift  a  mane  J,  wh»ch  I  thought  to  have  had,  to  have  carried 
me  againe  home  into  Scotland.  W  %\\,\  could  tar  %  eate  my  dinner  for  grieve  there- 
of :  But  a  Country  man  of  mine  woulu  needs  have  me  yi  che  arccr-noone  be  Goffer  to 
a  Girle,  where  when  I  camei  the  women  fell  to  quarrel!  for  the  name  •  one  would 
have  it  ^Mmdlln%  and  anothtr  would  have  it  M*ry  now  out  upon  t  fayes  another, 
we  have  too  too- many  of  chav  name  already  j  pray  let  us  have  old  Zlizjberh  a&aine  : 
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by  my  foule  Ayes  another,  if  this  werefpoken  in  Scotland,  it  would  be  counted  trea- 
ion,  when  I  heard  that,  1  dole  away,  and  left  them  to  looke  another  Goffer :  upon 
Good-Friday  as  I  came  through  White-hall,  a  countrey  man  had  me  in  to  give  me  a 
difh  of  drinke,  and  ro  flae  w  me  the  dancing  barne,  and  then  after  war  ds  carried  mce 
to  the-K-ings  Quire  to  heare  a  mefle of  mattins,  when  I  came  there  the  people  were 
all  groVeling  on  the  ground  as  though  they  had  beene  picking  peafles  out  of  the  pave- 
ment :  Well,  downc  I  wis  driven  on  mymaribones  amongft  the  reft ,  and  about 
halfe  an  houre  after  t  hev  all  flood  up  again,  turning  their  ar fes  to  the  Eaft,  and  their 
fnoutes  to  the  W  eft  to  he?re  an  Anthem,  which  being  doncatall  dim  Carle  m  a  long 
gown  made  the  people  turne  their  faces  to  the  Eaft,where  I  fpicd  a  curious  wrougkt 
Crucifix  hanging  over  the  high  Altar,  with  two  women  kneeling  to  it,  to  teach  the 
reft  of  the  people  their  duties  :  upon  Eafter  day  I  went  thither  againe,  and  then  the 
Crucifix  was  taken  downe,  and  the  Refurrc<ftion  fet  up  in  the  fame  place,  the  Mu- 
fick  went  fo  loud,  and  the  eld  droaning  dunces,  and  young  fry  of  Quiriftersxnade 
jfrich  a  noife  as  I  could  not  heare,  nor  underftand  one  word  was  fpoken,  and  fo  came 
away  for  feare  of  deaffing  :  About  a  weeke  after  my  Countrey-man  would  needs 
have  me  goc  thither  againc,  and  when  I  faw  in  the  fame  place  over  the  Altar  a  fine, 
old  man  riding  on  a  bonny  Naggc,hunting  a  wild  beaft,many  a  long  leg,and  low  cuf- 
tefie  was  made  to  the  man  on  horfeback :  I  askt  what  hee  was ,  and  my  Countrey- 
man  told  me,  it  was  S.  George,  and  they  were  all  praythg  to  him  to  make  haft,  for 
they  had  need  of  him  in  the  North,  when  I  few  him  fo  ready  on  horfe  back  with  his 
fpeareinhishand,and  his  fpurs  on  his  heeles :  Well  St.  George,  thought  I,  ridcas: 
faft  as  you  can,  I  will  6e  in  Scotland  before  you,  and  fo  I  departed,  and  left  bim  to 
end  his  quarrell  with  the  beaft,ne  had  i  efore  him:  When  I  was  gone  out  of  the  court,, 
my  Count i  ey-man  told  me,  I  had  fome  reafon  to  be  afraid.   For  St.  George  having., 
formerly  broke  his  fpeare  with  the  Spaniard;,  and  rebated  his  fword  a  t  a  foyle  with, 
the  French ;  therefore  he  had  now  his  hands  bound  by  the  one,  and  his  tongue  by  the 
other :  And  having  taken  a  truce  with  th  m  both,  he  vowed  to  be  revenged  on  faint ; 
Andrew,  whom  he  threatens  to  turne  into  a  Wind  mil,  where  his  Croflc  (hall  fert e 
for  the  fweapes  i  Alas,  and  woes  me  (quoth  I)  poore  St.  Andrew  is  fo  weary  with 
carrying  his  croflc  on  his  backe,  and,a  Bifhops  bonnet  on  his  head,  as  he  wil  never  be 
able  to  enceunter  this  man,  who  being  fo  bravely  mounted,  will  run  over  him. before , 
he  come  at  him.  This  made  me  fore  afraid,  as  I  went  home  to  fupper  for  fearc  of 
fainting;  the  next  morning  I  got  up  betimes,  and  went  to  the  Exchange  to  meet 
our  Intelligencer;  whei  Icamethenewes  wasat  anend :  For  their  Packets  were 
apened,and  their  letters  taken  a  way, which  made  a  mighty  muttering  amongft  them, 
in  fo  much  as  one  of  them  in  a  mad  humour  faid  that  they  were  quite  diigract ,  and ' 
thereupon  made  thefe  vcrfes  following.

The  Second  Scouts  Difcoverie* 

I Went  out  in  a  Dunbarre  boats,  and  fayled  all  along  the  Northernc  coafts,  where 
we  met  two  Chips  Wen  with  Ammunition  for  Barwicl^  and  fa  CoJiiers  with 
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provifion  for  Ncwcaftle.  When  I  came  to  Hull,  I  went  on  fhore  to  fee  the  mighty 
Magazin  there,  from  thence  wee  were  driven  to  the  Downcs,  where  the  Kings 
Fleet  lay  at  anchor :  in  which  the  Mermaid  Marqueffc,(bcing  changed  f  om  the  true 
blew  t«  all  the  colours  in  the  Rainebow  )  was  there  Cabbined  up  with  a  Cable  for 
fearcof  the  French,  where  like  a  Kite  in  a  windy  day  with  feventeenc  fmallcr  birds 
at  her  taile,  he  was  hovering  up  and  downc  the  feas  to  furprife  all  Lch  fhipping  as 
fhould  ptflc  for  Scotland. 

When  we  came  neere  unto  Dover,  a  Dunkirke  fet  upon  us  with  two  French, 
aid  a  Fleming  relceved  us;  orelfc  (  for  aUthe  fhipmoncy  paid  in,  for  guarding  ot 
the  Seas,),  wc  had  bcene.  carried  to  Dunkirke  inftead  of  Dunbar :  But  having  leapt 
that  fcouring,  we  landed  in  Suflex  neere  Arundel!,  where  we  went  to  fee  the  Cattle, 
the  ftromjeft  defence  whereof,  is  the  number  and  greatnefTe  of  the  owners  titles ;  It's 
kcptby  fourePriefts,  two  Porters,  and  a  Ratcatcher,  but  it  hath  above  a  hundred 
Watchers  and  Warders  belonging  to  it ;  who  (before  ever  we  came  neere  it)  came 
flying*  over  our  heads,"  crying,  Ka,  Ka,  Ka,  Ka,  which  made  us  fb  afraid  of  being 
clapt  up  in  the  Caftlc,  tha"t  wc  returned  and  left  them  to  lookc  to  their  charge. 

The  people  of  the  To  wne  were  all  crying,  every  teare  as  big  as  a  Mill-  ftone,  left 
their  Lord  fhould  love  the  North  Countrey  better  than  theirs  :  And  bccaulc  hec  is 
gone  to  conquer  another  Countrey,  and  left  h:s  owne  to  the  mercy  of  his  enemy,  I 
quickly  left  this  place  of  mourning,  and  failed  by  the  J  fle  of  Wight,  where  the/ 
were  very  hot  at  their  Mufters,  infomuch,  that  the  fmoake  thereof  made  luch  a  mift 
on  the  fca,as  we  miftooke  our  courfe,  and  landed  at  Portfmouth,  inftead  of  New-ca- 
Itlc,  where  we  heard,  thofe  Handers  are  as  hot  in  their  barrells,  as  the  French  in  the 
breech :  fo  as  if  they  come  there,  it  will  prove  a  hot  piece  of  fervicc,  ere  they  can 
enter :  Portlmouth  is  but  xncanely  provided  with  Ammunition,  and  therefore  they 
were  all  in  a  maze,  for  feare  the  French  fhould  come  in  a  Fog. 

Southampton  was  the  next  place  or  marke  I  came  at,  and  there  the  Aldermen 
were  bu.fie  begging  a  benevolence  for  the  warres ;  but  becaufe  I  had  none  for  them, 
I  thought  it  better  to  fhew  them  my  backed  e,  than  to  be  called  Rebell  for  ref ufing: 
From  thence  I  came  to  Wincheftcr,  yvh.er  e  I  was  afraid  of  a  Goofc. 

This  to  wne  I  left  and  came  to  Bagrtiotjand  fo  to  Bafing-ftoke,  where  a  lordly 
lownefwarc  me  out  of  ten  (hillings  with  his  merry  conceits  of  his  queftiofcs  and 
anlwers,  amongft  which  thefe  were  a  part.

The  Curfeof  a  Cuckold,  anVj  the  pride  of  a  Prelate. 
What  are  the  tiro  rcorjt  evils  in  the  Common  Wealth. 
CovetoufnefTe  or  the  Clergic,  and  contention  of  the  Comm'urialtie. 
I  left  this  place  andtooke  my  way  towards  Gilford ,  in  hope  to  havefcenc 
Arundels  Earle,  but  he  was  gone  to  Court ;  yet  I  did  not  loofe  my  labour,  for  there 
I  (aw  the  firieft  and  belt  governed  Almefhou4c  in  this  Kingdome,  built  by  old  {jeorge 
of  Canterbury,  for  a  prefident  tor  his  fucceffors  to  doe  the  like. 

The  next  day  I  came  to  Croj  4en,  thinking  to  have  leenc  the  little  man,  that 
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makes  fb  mkklc  matter,  but  be  was  at  T  ambeth ;  whereupon!  came  along  toward* 
London  with  a  Colliers  Cart  of  Croydon,  where  after  fome  whiftUngandmeuy 
tales  ,  I  heard  thefe  myfticsli  Novelties. 

Tl  at  of  late  lb  me  are  fo  much  for  Church  Ceremonies,  as  they  doc  rrothingin 
true  finceritie ;  Axw  rhat  others  are  altogether  for  pride  aud  prodigality , and  aothing 
tor  Jove  and  charity  ;  That  the  Owle  counterfeits  the  Eagle,  the  Buzzard  ti  e  Black- 
bird, the  Cuckovv  ihcNightingall5andthe  Wren  would  fly  with  the  Faulcon,  b& 
for  feare  his  Wings  mould  &yk  hi*n. 

That  the  Fox  would  fajpe  ia  p  himfslf e  in  the  Lions  skin,  the  better  to  terrifie 
otkr  beads. 

Thus  the  Woolfe  would  fame  be  chiefc  Sheepheard,  that  he  might  the  better 
feed  his  Hock,  and  the  A  fie  mufti  aue  the  Harts  skinne  on  his  backe,  tokcepe  him- 
from  the  Northerneftorrne. 

When  they  had  made  an  end 'of  their  parables,  they  fell  to  finging:  And 
ibisatM  I  could  helpe  them  to  fisg  a  three  mansfong:  Itoldthem  IweuMdoc 
my  beft,  then  they  began,  and  the  bearing  of  the  fong  was  this,  with  which  I  end 
my  Relation.

The  third  Scouts  Difcoverie- 

Tcame  irvKirke  Patricks  boate,  all  about  the  Irith  feas,  where  we  faw  fome  foukti- 
eis  lent  from  thence,  to  the  Lord  Clifford  at  Carlile. 

Wcelandei  three  of  our  men  in  Wales  (  being  Papifh)  but  they  were  quickly 
Inapt  up  for  Covenanters,  and  called  Rebels ,  for  refufing  the  oath  of  Supremacy, 
.    and  (bortly  after  were  learned  Traitors  by  open  Proclamation, 

We  viewed  all  the  Englifh  Hands  as  wee  paft  along , as  Man,  Gamfey,  Silly,  and 
the  like :  The  inhabitants  had  neeibehoneft,  for  they  are  entrufted  with  keeping  of 
the  thrcjgreateft  Enemies  of  theClergie,  viz.  Divinitie,  Law,  andPhyfickc:  In 
all  our  voyage  we  faw  but  only  two  of  the  Kings  fhips ,  which  were  ficnt  to  fcourc 
the  as,  we  did  vaile  our  bonnets  unto  them,  and  bid  them  good  day,  and  fo  depar- 
ted undilcovercd. 

We  put  in  at  Portfmouth,  where  there  is  a  good  Harbour,  and  good  Forts,  but  for- 
rily  kept ;  their  Governour  (that  baggage  bag  having  taken  a  furfcit  of  a  Star-cham- 
ber iuite,  and  being  a  little  overfhadowed  with  the  moone,  gave  them  tfic  baggeand 
dye  J,  whofe  Succeflbr  will  never  fill  the  bags  he  hath  left  empty  behind  him 

As  I  came  through  Somerfet-mire,  I  faw  great  muttering :  They  are  notable 
windy  fellowes  and  Itrong  breathed,  with  eating  of  Beane-Bread,  they  mcane  to 
ihew  you  a  Taunton  trick,  and  fart  in  your  faces you  may  ken  them  from  all  the 
camps  by  the  beanes  ratling  in  their  Bellies,  a  mile  before  they  come  at  you. 

In  all  the  Countrey  as!  came  along,  there  was  a  great  complaint  of  the  decay

I  came  doWfie  by  Reading*  where  little  Lamd  was  borne,  his  Father  was  a  Clo- 
thier, his  Mother  a  Spinfter  (he  being  the  worf  t  thred  that  ex  cr  fhe  fpun  in  her  li  fciy1 
He  was  from  his  era  ale  ordained  to  he  a  punifher  of  poorc  people  :  lor  he  was  borne 
betwc  .ne  the  ftocks  and  the  cage,  which  a  Courtier  one  day  chanced  to  fpeake  or!; 
wheieupon  his  Grace  thought  himfelfe  ladifgrait,  as  lie  removed  them  thence,- an  .i 
pi:!<]  downe  his  fathers  thatcht  houfe,  and  built  up  a  faire  one  In  trie  fame  place  be- 
came none  fhould  iky  hereafter,  that  he  was  dilcended  of  lb  mcanc  a  houfe. 

The  next  day  I  came  to  Wind/or,  which  is  the  wa  rt  place  that  ever  I  came  in  : 
For  the  Knights  are  poorc,  and  the  prierts  rich,  the  prebends  proud  and  the  Deanc 
deafe,  for  a  pooreman  hath  called  a  long  time  to  be  rclealed,  and  cannot  be  heard. 

Away  I  came  towards  London,  and  landed  at  Ham  ft  oh  Court,  in '.hope  to  have 
feene  the  Prince  and  Duke  lemmy, but  the  D upper  Doftor  had  carried  them  to  Saini 
James  to  fee  the  Qjjeen  Mother,  where  he  left  them,  untill  hee  himfelfe  went  to 
Lambeth  for  Canterburies  blefling  to  a  better  Bifhoprick:in  which  if  he  behave  him- 
felfe well,  and  pleafe  his  patron,  in  bringing  up  his  pupill,  he  fliall  be  promoted  to  a 
better  Bifhoprick. 

When  I  came  to  Westminster,  a  countrey  man  ofmine  had  me  to  fee  the  tombes, 
where  (amongft  many  other  Kings  and  QueenesJ  I  faw  King  James  and  Queen  E~ 
lizsiibeth  conferring  about  the  troubles  in  Scotland,  which  they  faid  was  plotted  in 
Spame,  ratified  at  Rome,  and  agitated  by  the  Jefuites  in  England,  to  be  afted  in  a  tra- 
gicall  procefTion  in  Scot  land  -  but  it  was  not  fo  in  their  dayes,  and  they  hoped  k 
would  not  long  continue  as  now  it  is. 

The  next  morning  I  got  up  betimes  to  goe  to  our  Intelligencer  •  but  ere  I  came 
at  White-bally  I  was  preft  for  the  Kings  fervice :  whereupon  I  prefently  fell  lame  of 
nay  left  legge,  and  with  a  pittifull  looke  I  faid,  Mejfe  Constable,  I  am  a  poore  lame 
paflenger,  I  pray  you  let  me  pafle ;  but  if  I  muft  have  your  money,  then  change  me 
one  Chillino  for  another  -.with  that  I  bleftmy  felfe  with  a  good  Angell,  and  then 
gave  it  hirn  for  his  milling,  which  he  perceiving  put  it  up,  and  lb  out  of  pure  love  let 
me  pafle .  \ 

f  When  I  came  to  the  Exchange,  our  Intelligencer  and  two  or  three  more  of  my 
countrey-men  went  to  dinner ,where  I  was  relating  my  Reading  Journey  and  newes* 
whereupon  one  ®f  them  puld  a  paper  out  of  his  pocket,  fay  ing,now  by  your  Relation, 
I  underhand  the  meaning  of  my  Vecfes, which  were  bellowed  on  me ;  and,'  before 
now  I  did  not  well  know  what  they  ment :  a  copy  whereof  he  gave  me  to  end  my 
Btfcovery  withali,  which  are  as  followeth  : 

The  King  wants  coyne,  the  Btjhofs  blood, 
The  Church  is  changd,  none  dares  doe  go  (hi- 
The  three  chief e  Arts  in  all  the  hand* 
In  f  tilery  at  once  did  ftand :

Which  m^i  mm  cry, and  curfe  that  Age, 
Hatcht  little  Lautt,  twtxt  ftocij  and  cage. 
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The  Intelligencers  own  Difcovery. 

AT  my  firft  coming  ro  'London,  I  heard  little  newes  of  any  Scots  grievances,  bur 
within  a  little  while  after,  when  Ifaw  Burton  fiaftwick^  and  Vrjn  promoted  to 
the  pillory,  for  ipeaking  againft  the  power  of  the  Prelates,  then  I  began  to  fmell 
a  fox. 

They  rejoyced  as  much  in  their  fufferings,  as  their  Adverfaries  did  in  their  fen- 
tencei;  but  becauie  they  mould  not  prate,  nor  talke  to  one  another,  as  they  did 
when  they  flood  in  the  pillory. 

Therefore  they  were  fen,t  f  rft  into  three  feverall  Caftles  in  three  remoted  coun- 
ties, and  afterwards  removed  »o  three  feverall  Ihnds,every  one  of  them  at  their  de- 
parting from  the  Pillory  to  their  Prifons,  made  two  veries  i

Adhere  now  have  loft  their  bloody  o  ple.tfe  a  proud  Prelate. 

The  next  terme  after  this,  the  Bifhop  of  Uncohe  came  to  his  fentence  in  the 
Star-chamber,  where  he  received  a  fharpe  cenfure;but  he  may  thanke  himielfefor 
k,  in  keeping  two  prime  places  in  his  hands,  when  others  want  preferment.  But 
he  flood  too  mu:h  upon  his  trumps,  thinking  that  King  James  his  Patents  had  been 
now  as  good,  as  when  he  had  chem  :  Alas  good  man,  though  he  be  a  great  SchoJ- 
ler  (not  a  better  in- the  Kingdome)  yet  hehad  forgot  the  little  Mans  Motto  {Sic 
vohypc  iubco.)  The  originall  caufe  of  this  wasnever  heard  ;  but  this  I  learned  that 
two  flefh-flyes  having  fed  at  his  table  for  a  long  time  together,  had  purpoiely  laid 
a  fain  to  intrap  him,  and  then  they  combined  with  one  Ktlvert  (A  Caniball)  who 
having  devou/ed  his  owne  Matter  (Sir  John  Bennet^  undertooke  to  doe  the  like 
with  him ;  and  hath  hunted  him  fo  hard,  that  the  Tower  is  become  his  taberna- 
cle where  he  is  like  to  rcmaine,  unlciTe  he  will  pull  oft  his  M  it  ?r,  and  giv  it  for, 
his  Ranlbme. 

Lone,  he  had  not  lain  there,,  ere  he  was  routed  up  againe  for  a  fecond  courfe  ; 
pretending  thai  hz  ha  \  given  a  falfe  exposition  on  the  great  Leviathan,  (falfe  Me- 
diator) and  the  like :  whereupon  (through  the  meanes  of  a  falfe  Steward,  a  faith- 


teflb  Secretary:  and  a  fooHHi  Scribc)he  was  (AcleonAilc  !  pulddownc  with  his  own 
Iiounds,  which  he. had  fed  at  his  trencher  in  his  profperity,  but  had  now  Fallen  up- 
m  birrjiclfe  in  his  adverfity  ;  yet  his  o.vnc  patience,  and  the  peoples  prayers  may 
mi       [  :a  comfort  to  him. 

I  h  t  when  the  newes  came  firft  of  the  troubles  in  Scotland,  Archie  the  Kings 
FooJc  m$  queftioned  for  fomething  againft  the  Prelates,  whom  he  thought  was  the 
caule  of  it.  For  which  he  had  been  had  up  in  the  Star-chamber,  but  that  the  Fool 
told  them  he  would  plead  the  priviledge  of  his  Coat.  For  (quoth  hee)  if  neither 
Fool  nor  wife  man  muft  fcape  this  CourtJ  will  be  neither.  But  for  all  this  An  hie 
could  not  fcape  lcotfree,for  he  was  led  to  the  Porters- lodge, where  (albeit  he  found 
favour  in  his  lam)  yet  he  loft  both  his  Coat  and  his  place  by  it. 

That  about  a  weeke  after  I  met  Archie  at  theAbbyall  in  black:  Alas  poore 
foci  'thought  I)  he  mournes  for  his  Countrey  ;  I  askt  him  about  his  Coat  •  O, 
quod  he,  my  Lord  of  Canterbury  hath  taken  it  from  me,  becaufe  either  he,or  lbmc 
of  the  Scots  Bifhops  may  have  ule  for  it  thcmfelves :  but  he  hath  given  me  a  bla:k 
coat  for  it,  to  colour  my  knavery  with  ;  and  now  I  may  fpeake  what  I  pleale  (lb  it 
be  not  againft  the  Prelates)' for  this  Coat  hath  a  farre  greater  priviledge  then  the 
other  had.  When  I  heard  him  lay  la  albeit  (thought  I)  a  Fooles  bolt  is  foon  fhot, 
yet  perhaps  he  may  hit  the  marke :  whereupon  I  went  and  bought  me  a  canonical  I 
Coat,  and  put  my  felfe  into  an  Arminian  habit, which  hath  kept  me  freer  from  dan- 
ger, then  if  I  had  been  all  clad  in  bufte. 

That  about  Chriftmas  laft,  all  the  padagesof  your  Aflembly  were  prefented  to 
the  King,  and  all  the  names  of  the  Lords  and  others  that  had  fubferibed  the  Cove- 
nant, or  confenting  to  the  putting  downe  of  the  Prelates  were  given  in  :  whereup- 
on a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  of  England  was  once  relblved  to  be  called,  and  to 
have  the  matter  dtfputed,  but  the  Bifhops  were  bufie,  and  could  not  attend  it,  and 
advifed  that  ( ipfr  futto)  you  fhouldbe  proclaimed  Rebels  and  all  your  iands  fhould 
be  confifcated  to  the  King,  which  made  fome  of  the  Courtiers  mcuthes  lb  water 
(in  hope  of  a  Lordfhip)  that  they  lookt  as  if  they  had  'beenc  troubled  with  the 
fcurvie.  .  > 

-  That  about  Candlemas  *the  newes  was  nothing  butwarre,  and  that  the  King 
would goe  in  perfon  into  ScotUid ,  and  had  promiled  to  gratifie  thofethat  ad- 
ventured with  them,  for  cutting  off  the  Covenanters.  And  thereto  e  to  make 
them  the  more  contemptible  to  the  Englife,  proclamation  was  made  in  all  mar- 
ket Townes,  and  read  in  all  Churches  •  that  you  were  bafe  fawning  fellowes,  and 
people  of  broken  fortunes,  and  would  faine  repairc  your  ruined  eltates  ,  by  the 
fpoyles  of  the  good  Subjeils  of  England-,  which  proclamation  (  notwithstand- 
ing the  faire  and  true  declaration  of  your  intentions )  fo  animated  many  of  them 
(as  like  Hogs  in  the  wind)  they  ran  on  (but  knew  not  whither)  to  fight,  (but  knew 
not  for  what)  hoping  to  be  rewarded  (but  knew  not  whenj  and  they  may  returne^ 
but  know  not  how. 

.  That  of  late  every  man  at  London  hath  been  in  his  humours  :  the  Courtiers  were 
learning  how  to  toffe  tennis  bals,  inftead  of  Bullets.  The  Captaines  were  prepa- 
ring to  fee  the  tragedy  of  tray  ters,  the  Clergy  were  dudying,  a  Mafque  for  aMy- 
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ter ;  the  Miniftry  were  drawing  the  map  ofmifery3the  Jefirits  vvere  at  vvilie  baguilie,1 
and  the  Scots Bi  Chops  were  at  Boe-peepe  with  the  Kirke. 

That  one  day  I  went  to  lee  the  Tower,  which  is  newly  repaired ,  there  are  forty 
new  b  z  is  and  lo  igings  provided  for  entertainment  of  the  Scots  traitors :  welUet  me 
ad  vile  ye  to  looke  to  your  lelvcsj  for  if  ever  you  be  lodged  there,  the  next  newes  af- 
ter will  be  your  comming  out  to  Tewer-Hill,  where  either  your  headsmuft  lop,  or 
your  Crags  crack. 

I  came  home-by  the  Cuftome-houlc,  whe-e  there  was  fuch  an  out-cry  with 
Merchants  concerning  their  new  Inapofitiom :  Asitmaderhe  old  Farmers,  call 
for  a  court  Lor  f,  and  a  citie  Captaine-to  aflift  them,  who  came  ruffling  into  their 
Offices  with  fuch  violence,  as  (for  feare  of  Goring)  it  made  all  the  Vrginian  Mer- 
chants to  run  away,  and  leave  their  Plantations.  For  Tobacco  was  "grown  e  fo 
cheape,  as  the  Kings  cuftome  came  to  more  then  the  Merchants  had  for  it.  Fo1:  it 
Was  taken  by  a  worfe  name,  and  fold  by  the  meafure  of  Jdcofs  ftafte »  whereupon,  " 
w'^en  the  old  Vender  faw  fuch  lhavers,  come  to  Share  in  his  Office,  he  gave  aver,  and 
left  the  Dawet  to  fhift  among  the  Rooks ;  which  the  common  people  feeing-  they 
p-ayed  that  their  Court  Cuilomer  might  dye  drunke  in  his  new  Proportions  of 
Wine?  and  the  C rtff>  >  Citie  Captaine  might  breake  as  fad  as  doth  his  glade' beads. 

Whi'eit  I  Raved  at  Cuftbme-hpule-,  .1  hearda  muttering  or  a>red  Deer^  Pye !  full 
of  gold  going  to  the  Nuns-  of  Horn  the  holy  fillers  in  Ergla^d  under  colour 

ofapeeceof  Venifon  fent  to  the  Prince  of  Veymonts  from  CmIjoIko  M  rumo : 
$ut  they  faid  a  wide  Waiter  ha  d  put  his  ringer  further  into  the  pye  then  was  fitting, 
air i after  it  was  difcovered  it  was  hurnt  up,  no  man  can  tell  howl 

Likewife,  I  hear  It  ha:  theCardiiuli  of  CorJeloh^ng  call  away  in  crofl?ng  of  a 
River  his  Hat  came  floating  up  to  the  Cutiome-houle,  where  it  was  taken  "up  for 
a  miraculous  monument,  and  carried  to  the  Lord  Treaiiirer  for  a  wreck-  who  hath 
order  to  kee/e  it  untiil  ibme  fitting  perlbn  be  found  to  weare  it  :  this  accident 
makes  good  the  old  proverb,  £mt  homines,  tot  fent enn.i  •  for  fome  fayes.onr  coun- 
trey-man  C^:(the  Popes  Legate)muhr  have  it  •  others 'fay,  Sir  Tcbic  Ms/h^vc* 
doth  better  delerve  it  5  ibme  fay,  that  as  fcone  as  the  lying  hath  eftabill  hed  Bifhops 
againe  in  Sco'davd,  Saint  ^t:-id^eiv -fliall  have  ic  inflead  of  a  blew  Bonnet  j  and  others 
fay  Canterbury  mutt  be  ierved  before  him.  But  Ibme  fay.  its  kept  untili  Saint  Pant 
have  a  new  coat  and  then  he  muG:  have  it  for  his  Hat ; '  or  el  fe  when  Pauls  is  quite 
bnilt.it  muft  be  ca  ried  round  about  in  proceTioiij  and  then  left  on  the  high  Altar  for 
i religious Relique.

That  the  cafe  of  Ship-money  was  fully  argued,  firft  by  foure  Councilors,  and  af- 
terwards f)y  the  twelve  Judges,  whereof  the"  Gold-firch,  Vernon,  and  five  Funics 
part  for  the  King,  and  five  Seniors,  (whereof  two  were  capital  1)  flood  for  the  Coon- 
trey,  but  what  can  withftand  fortune  •  for  molt  voices  m if- carried  it :  Neverthc- 
lefl'e,  the  Lord  would  fainc  have  had  another  affay  at  the  matter,  but  could  not 
be  heard.

Hood  not  in  his  way,  andtjie  Pope  would  fend  his  Benedk~lion,"if  he  thought  k 
would  do  Iiiin  any  good. 

That  the  King  was  by  the  Prelates  fo  exalperated,  and  made  fo  eager  on  the  bufi- 
nelTe,  as  he  tooke  his  journey  on  his  Coronation  day ,  which  fome  thinkc  unfortu- 
nate :  But  the  Papifts  provetbe  prevailed,  The  better  day  the  better  deed. 

At  his  departure  he  had  Canterburies  bleffing,  and  a  book  of  Remembrances  what 
is  fit  to  be  done  to  fuch  a  Rebellious  people. 

That  all  things  are  much  altered,  fince  the  Kings  departure  from  London,  Whac- 
rhall  is  become  an  Amazonian  Caltle,  St.  James  an  Hofpitall  for  Grangers,  Somerftt* 
houfe  a  Cathoiike  Colledge,  Weflminfter,  a  receptacle  for  Seminary  Priefts  and  Je- 
fuits,  London  is  like  a  private  friend ,  in  clofe  mourning ;  Coaches  and  Carts  are,  half 
idle  for  want  of  imployment,  and  great  Horfes,  Sedans,  andWherriei  fight  for  im- 
ployment, Porters  are  taken  up  for  Gentlemen  Ufhers,  and  Clergy-men  (by  reafon 
of  their  paftorall  protection)  clap  in  with  all  the  good  matches  about  London.  *- 
That  my  Country-man  Con.  the  Popes  Legate,  is  fallen  lame  of  late,  and  is  wri- 
ting an  inventive  againft  Abcma^hy,  for  difcovering  his  comming  into  England  ; 
he  faith,  that  if  thefe  troubles  had  not  been,  he  had  got  as  much  money  in  feven 
years,  as  (with  the  help  of  a  Letter  or  two  from  the  Court,  to  the  Conclave  of  Car- 
dinals) would  have  made  him  Pope ;  and  then  if  you  hadnotycelded  to  the  King 
on  any  conditions  he  would  have  eurft  you  with  Bell,  Book,  and  Candle. 

That  the  feven  Champions  of  Chriilendome  are  now  (this  Critical!  year)  all  up 
in  Arms,  St.  Anthony  is  inchantedby  the  Pope  in  St.  Angelo  \  St.  James,  and  St. 
Dennv  are  this  Summer  to  try  their  (trengths  in  a  fimple  combate  :  And  S.  George, 
S.  David,  and  S..  Patrick,  areallnding  into  Scotland  againft  S.  Andrew,  but  the 
fjuarreli  againft  him  is  unknown  ;  fome  fay  becaufe  he  will  not  wait  upon  S.  George 
his  Ceremonies ;  hut  others  fay,  its  becaufe  he  dare  maintain  that  there  was  neither 
pope,  nor  prelate  in  the  primitive  Church. 

That  one  Baker,  the  Bifliop  c  f  Londons  Chaplain,  being  one  morning  defired  to 
prefenc  a  petition  from  a  Miniiter,  to  his  Lord  for  a  Prebends  place,  carried  the 
matter  fo  craftily,  that  he  had  it  to  himlelfe,  together  with  the  Ministers  curie,  for 
cozening  of  hirri :  But  to  prevent  that,  the  Bifliopgave  him  his  Welling,  yet  it  did 
him  no  good,  for  ere  night  he  was  fo  puft  up  with  pride,  and  grown  fo  prcat,  that 
the  weight  of  his  body  Broke  his  leg,  and  fo  layd  him  and  his  honour  in  the  duft ; 
yet  there  be  fome  that  attribute  this  accident  to  another  thing,  for  they  fay,  that  thi> 
Baker  was  fo  over- joyed  with  the  death  of  fome  good  Divines,  and  the  going  away 
with  others,  that  he  m:de  Veries  of  them,  and  the' fame  day  he  made  them,  he 
broke  his  leg ;  and  his  Verfes  were  aniywed  the  next  day  following.

That  when  the  King  lay  at  New-Caftlc,Fleetwoods  news  came  fleeting  to  London, 
with  as  many  lyes,  as  lines  in  it,  but  chats  no  matter,  Colonels  may  lye  by  commif- 
fion:  It  tells  us  of  your  Iron  Flails,  Harrows,  Knives,  and  the  like,  taken  going  to 
you  from  Sheffield,  and  threatens  to  beat  you  with  your  own  weapons :  Now  as  for 
•  your  men,  he  never  mentions  them,  becaufe  he  means  not  to  meddle  tvi  th  them ; 
but  when  he  comes  to  relate  the  valour  of  your  Women,  he  cries  out,  the  Lord  be 
mercifull  unto  us,forwe  (ball  have  a  bloudy  buHnesofit ;  yet  he  declares  hisrefo- 
Iution,  is  to  fly  in  their  faces.,  and  concludes  with  a  protection,  that  his  father  may 
tell  it  for  truth. 

-  That  albeit  you  were  offended  with  that  proclamation,  which  terms  you  people  of 
broken  fortunes.  They  have  made  another  againftycu,  its  juft  like  Janw  in  the 
head ,  and  in  the  body  like  a  Scorpion,  with  a  (ting  in  his  tayle.  For  firft,  you  are 
pardoned  if  you  fublcribe  Igneramw,  but  if  you  do  not,  you  are  condemned  before 
you  are  convi<fted,and  your  traiterous  obftinacies  ar  to  be  cured  with  the  fharp  tword 
of  Juftice ;  which  being  put  into  the  hands  of  Papitis,  they  fweare  by  Peters  Key cs. 
Vanli  Sword  (hall  be  put  in  praftife. 

The  body  of  the  proclamation  breeds  a  Scorpion  in  your  bofome  to  devoure  you. 
Firft  your  debtors  muft  pay  your  money  to  his  Ma  jetty,'  who  (becaufe  he  can  give  no 
lawfull  difcharge)  will  give  them  a  good  (hare  back  agun.  Next  all  your  Lands  are 
given  away  to  luch  as  will  fight  for  them. 

La%,  your  Tenants  mutt  pay  you  no  more  Rents,  for  HisMajefty  turne 
Land-lord, -and  let  them  their  Land's  for  a  third  part  abatement  of  their  old  Rent,  and 
promifes  to  put  them  in  pofle^ion  before  Pentecoll  next,  unlefic  you  prevent  it. 

That  there  was  fome  whifpering  newes  about  the  Towne  of  a  difiention,  beweenc 
the  ipirituall  Lords :  whereupon  a  great  Pciitician  had  drawneHis  Majefty  tocom- 
mand  all  the  Tern pora  11  Lords  attendance  (purpoiely  to  be  revenged  on  the  Nobi- 
lity) whijeft  others  lye  lurking  at  home  laughing  in  their  fleeves,  to  fee- how  they 
made  their  enemies  take  up  Anns  to  defend  their  quarrell  i  In  which  if  any  of  the 
Nobility  and  Gentry  be  (lain,  their  Sons  may  prove  Wards,  and  Co  bring  in  much 
money  to  maintain  the  Wars. 

That  it- the  prelates  project  fuccced  well-  tis  thought  y/renznd  Warner  (hould  have 
the  keeping  of  the  Great  and  little  Sea's,  and  London  nqw  (like  John  hold  my  rtafte) 
being  Trcafurer,  the  Clergy  will  have  a  golden  time  of  it,  but  let  them  remember 
flhis  Admonkior,

At  this  meeting  divers  motives,  and  advifes  were  drawn  up  for  certain  Priefts  to 
move  the  Catholike;  to  contribute  in  a  large  manner  towards  the  maintenance  of 
thofo  Wars,  to  the  8, 9, 10,  parqat  leall,  of  their  Annuall  meanes ,  according  to  the 
true  and  jufl  value  ;  for  which,  befides  the  benefit  which  may  redound  to  them  by 
their  Religion  :  The  King  hath  called  in  his  Commiffion  againft  Recufants-  The 
Queen  hath  undertaken  to  iecureall  thofeas  {hall  [&  Contributors  herein,  and  the 
Pope  hath  promifed,  that  110  man  which  dyes  in  this  quarreil,  fliail  ever  come  in 
Purgatory." 

That  thefe  Advifes  and  Motives  being  slifcovered ,  the  Pope  hath  written  to  his 
Nuncio,  not  to  be  too  forward,  untiil  they  fee  time,  for  feare  of  difcovery ;  nor 
to  let  the  Laity  know  too  much  of  the  Provincials  minds,  left  they  fall  oft;  nor  that 
the  Catholikes  beftow  fo  much  on  the  lbciety  of  Jefuits ,  as  other  the  Orders  can 
have  no  part.

.  bacon,  which  will  ferve  for  a  grand  dim  :  and  albeit  it  befomewhat  out  of  fafhion, 
yet  k  is  like  to  be  in  fealbn.    Their  bread  is  Bifhcps  Bisjvet,  and  Burtons 

Their  drink  is  Britains  tears,  their  dyning  Roome,  the  Caftle  of  care. 
Their  Attendants  T om  Tell-trttth,  and  Baftwtckj  yonger  brother. 
Their  Mufick  hath  for  Tenour,  vox  Regis.

boedcrsjor  Campc,  wherefocver  it  lay  •  but  it  they  did,  then  the  qcncraliffimo  was 
to  kill  all  th  y  could  catch,  wherein  they  fhould  doe  hit  Majcftic  good  icrvict 
tnd  honour.

cleere,a  nd  that  they  heard  Co wes  low  for  thdr  Calve*,  th-y  opened  th.i*  Ciaces^ 
srnd  let  them  in  to  Suckling.

ing, as  tome  of  their  Commanders  had  put  on  Pcrriw  igs  inftcad  of  Helmcta ,  and 
the  reft  had  no  time  to  take  their  leaves  of  their  friends,  but  haftily  marched  with 
fuch  a  furic,  that  they  railed  (uch  a  durt  with  tucir  15CO  horfc,  and  3000  foot, 
that  they  were  almoft  choakt  with  its  tjut  when  they  came  towaids  K<l/ey,  there 
appeared  400  Horfc  on  the  top  of  a  HiTl  •  whereupon  the  f»g/^Commandcis  gave

Moft  gentle  Gcnerall,cur  Markets  arc  well  ftorcd  with  pro vifion  ,  and  if  y  u 
will  but  take  the  pains  to  march  into  our  Market  with  your  Armic,  you  may  fee 
almoft  5000  Engltjb  Calves ,  which  our  friends  have  fent  us  for  a  prey  thjsjmer* 
mg,but  we  nevtr  mean  to  hurt  them  ,  but  intend  to  fend  themfafe  back  again  for  a 
prefent  to  his  Majefty,  as  a  token  of  our  loyalty  to  him,  ard  cur  loves  towsrds  you. 
When  the  £«g///ihad  confidcred  how  tbecafeftood  wth  them  they  fell  to  parley 
and  parted  loving  friends,  and  fo  founded  a  rctr? at,and  returned  homeward*  again; 
every  man  carrying  in  hit  hand,  inftcad  of  a~  (Rok  nw y  ,  branch  the  Emblcmcof 
Death )  An  Olive  branch  the  EmbKmc  of  Peace,  all  of  them  fining :

Gam  ft  thofe  that  for  bad  deeds ,  return  good-words, 
VVe  found  their  love>  and  know  they  mean  no  ill.

When  the  EngHfh  Army  6w  their  fellowi  return  in  this  manncr,it  caufed  a  great 
confiahon  amongft  them,  but  when  they  truly  underft  >od  the  matter,  Let  m  have 
P :acc,  Let  us  have  Peace,  the  moft  cried;  with  the  news  ;  I  was  fo  far  overjoyed, 
that  I  camcpofting  to  your  Lordfhip*  to  tell  you.  the  feme,  whole  wilcdc  mes  cart 
well  tcRhow  to  take  the  opportunitic  orTred  for  the  peace  and  prof  per  iricot  this 
Kirkc  and  K  ngdomc,  the  welfare  whereof  is  the  hearty  Helire  of  him,  who  hath 
fdventmed  himfetfc  to  bring  your  Lordfhips  tUfc  few  Intelligences.
